DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. This Notice of Allowability is responsive to applicant's remarks received on 20 
1 * 2010. Claims 1-20 remain pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 2-4, filed 20 May 2010, with respect to 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) of claims 1-20 has been expressly withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Please amend the title as follows: 

—"Color Matching and Correction for Images Forming a Panoramic Image"— 

4. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach, suggest or disclose at least the claimed limitation of "color 
matching a first and second image by applying an optoelectronic conversion 
function with at least one parameter to the second image, wherein a first region 
of the first image and a second region of the second image overlaps." 

In summary, Nicolas (prior art made of record) does not expressly disclose, teach or 
suggest color matching of overlapping images. Nicolas also does not disclose the first 
and second histograms are generated from two overlapping regions between two 
images. Further, Nicolas does not disclose determining a parameter that best matches 
the corresponding pixel valued determined from two histograms. The Examiner also 
notes that Cornog and Pollard do not cure the deficiencies of Nicolas as described 
above. Independent Claims 1 and 16 are allowable over the cited prior art. Claims 2- 
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Art Unit: 2624 

15, 17-19 which depend from claims 1 or 16 are patentable for at leas the same 
reasons as stated above.
